1. INTRODUCTION 


The following index of the 1955 issues of the Journal of American Folklore serves as a con 
tinuation of X-67, the finding index of JAF to be published early next year. It is the purpose of 
the compiler to include an annual index, based on the framework of X67, in each October- 
December issue of this periodical. The classification system used is self-explanatory, though it is 
discussed completely in the foreword to X-67. While all tale types in the Aarne-Thompson (Types 
of the Folk-Tale, FF Communications 74, Helsinki, 1928) and Boggs (/ndex of Spanish Tales, 
FF Communications 90, Helsinki, 1930) classifications are to be listed, all the motifs included in 
Thompson's motif index (Motif-Index of Folk-Literature, FF Communications 106-109, 116-117, 
Helsinki, 1932-36) are not. As explained in the foreword to X-67, the Motif-Index was found to 
be too extensive to serve the purposes of X-67, and a separate system of classification for narrative 
elements, characters, and properties was arrived at. However, for the convenience of scholars, 
those Thompson motifs labelled by /AF contributors or editors have been listed in a special sec- 
tion below. When the letter “S” precedes a page number, the citation is to the annual supplement. 
“(R)” indicates a review.
